The elaborate highway system 
to be developed from the new high- 
way fund includes the six arteria! 
highways which will be constructed 
out of San Francisco, connecting 
with the Victory Highway to the 
East and all main highways 
and down the peninsula to 
south. 

It is estimated by Marsh that 
$8,401,268 in taxes will be 
lected in this fiscal year and 
$9,871,435 in the fiscal year of 
1924 by the State alone. An equal 
amount will be allotted the coun- 
ties of the State for county road 
building and maintenance. The 
budget estimate of the Highway 
Commission, which was used as a 
basis for figuring the total amount 
of money to be raised by the Breed 
bills, was based upon a scientific 
engineering survey of highway 
needs. 

PROTECTION PROVIDED 
In addition to providing ade- 
quate funds to maintain and re- 
construct a large mileage of both 
State and county highway systems, 
the Breed bills provide for pro- 
tection of the highway by the re- 
duction of the maximum weight 
limit. 

During the past four years many 
State roads have carried total 
weights of 30,009 pounds. Under 
the Breed Motor Vehicle Act and 
through a compromise effected 
with the commercia) interests by 
the motor vehicle conference held 
recently, of which Percy Towne, 
director of the California State 
Automobile Association, was chair- 
man. this limit has been e- 
creased to 22,906 pounds with 
certain county exceptions. Equip- 
ment now registered and weighing 
in excess of this limit is permit- 
ted to operate for a three-year 
period at 24,009 pounds. 

In his report Marsh states that 
$16,000,006 of the $37,000,900 
highway fund for the next three 
years will be collected in the

NEW YORK, May 28.—New 
York is all “het up” over the im- 
pending fate of the bill repealing 
the Mullan-Gage State Prohibi- 
tion Enforcement Act. Whether 
Gov. Smith signs the repealer, as 
the wets beseech him to do, or 
vetoes it, as the drys implore, his 
action, it already is apparent. is 
going to produce an wpheaval of 
public opinion that will be felt 
far beyond the boundaries of this 
State and will influence, perhaps, 
profoundly, the Presidential cam- 
paign next year. 

Before acting on the repealer, 
the Governor has called a -hearing 
at Albany next Thursday, at which 
wets and drys by the thousands, 
carried in special trains, will ap- 
pear to back their spokesmen who 
will argue the question of the State 
relinquishing jurisdiction of en-

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FOLK SUCCUMBS 
IN NEW YORK 


Former Chief Executive of 
Missouri Long Ill 
} 
Gained Fame by Cleaning Up 
Politics in State 


Body Will be Sent Today to 
Tennessee Birthplace 


(RY A. NIGHT WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, May 28.—The body 
of Joseph W. Folk, former Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, who died today 
at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
James A. Webb, after an iliness of 
a year, will be sent to his birth- 
place in Brownsville, Tenn, to- 
morrow. 

As chief counsel for the Inter- 
staie ,Commerce Commission in 
1914, Folk conducted the six 
months’ investigation of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford 
Rallroad here which resulted in 
sensational disclosures. 


Joseph Wingate Folk, one-time 
Governor of Missour!, Presidential 
candidate, leading light in the 
Democratic party for many years. 
and author of numerous important 
State laws, was frequently referred 
to as “the man who cleaned up 
Missouri politics.” 


STAMPED OUT CROOKEDNESS 

Ilie success in stamping out 
corrupt practices in the political 
affairs of his adopted State attract- 
ed nation-wide attention just after 
the Spanish-American War, and 80 
impressed the people of Missouri 
that in 1906 they swept him into 
the Governor's chair. Under the 
laws of that State as an incumbent 
cannot succeed himself as Gover- 
nor, but becomes eligible after an 
intervening term. Folk served “8 
Governor until 1909, and, accord- 
ing to his many friends through- 
out the State, could have returned 
to the job at any time since. 

He was born in Brow naville, 
Tenn., October 38, 1869. His pre- 
lininary education was obtained 
in the public schools of his birth- 
place, following which he was sent 
to Vanderbilt University to study 
law. He was graduated with the 
degree of 14..B. in 1899, and e- 
cured admission to the bar within 
a few months. His first shingle 
was hung out in Brownsville. 

lfoking for larger fields four 
years later, he moved to St. louis, 
where his ability and forceful en- 
ergy Won brought his name promi- 
nently before the people and was 
rewarded by his election to the 
circuit attorneyship of St. Louls. 

It was while serving in that po- 
sition that his road to the execu- 
tive office was paved. His popular- 
ity grew to such Proportions that 
when he was nominated fer Gov- 
ernor by the Democrats he swept 
the State by a plurality of 30,000, 
despite the fact that Theodore 
Roosevelt's leadership gained for

RETURNED TO ST. LOUIS 


He resigned from the com mis- 
sion in 1918 and returned to st. 
Louis ag general counsel for the 
Chamber of Commerce there, He 
took up the city’s fight against 
terminal monopolies and free brfdge 
arbitrations, and also continued 
his private practice in that city 
and Washington. He later re- 
ceived the Democratic nomination 
to the United States Senate, but 
defeated. 

mn 1919 he became counsel for 
Egyrt in that country’s fight 
against the British protectorate 
and filed with Congress several 
compl&ints against the British rule. 
For some time he fought on the 
side of the natives, and, according 
to his friends and followers, when 
that country received its auton- 
omy from England, it was an or- 
ganization based upon Folk’s ideas 
that was used for the new Egyp- 
tian government. 

His practice grew along national 
and international lines, and in 
1922 he was asked to represent 
Peru in the negotiations with Chile 
over the Tacna-Arica controversy, 
Ulis work resulted in the United 
States inviting the two countries 
to settle their dispute at Washing- 
ton, and prompted the offer of good 


ment. 


His political activities practi- 
cally ended with a stumping cam 
paign in 1920, during which he 
carried the Democratic fight into 
the enemy territory of the stanch- 
est northern States.

BALKED DEATH 
RULING AWAITED 


PHOENIX, May 2%.—Keen in- 
terest is expressed by the legal 
fraternity of Phoentx in the 
Supreme Court review of the 
proceedings in the case of Manuel 
Martinez, in whose behalf a writ 
of habeas corpus was served on 
the penitentiary warden the after- 
noon before the date of execution. 
A couple of times before this 
episode the execution of a death 
warrant was stayed by similar 
action. 
The last was in June, 1921, 
when Thomas H. R 
prison superintendent. 
of habeas corpus was granted 
Nichan Martin, who had been 
sentenced to death by the Supe- 
rior Court of Yavapai county. The 
judgment of conviction had n 
allowed by the Superior Court, yet 
the day before the execution date, 
Judge J. 8. Jenckes, sitting in 
place of the Superior Judge of 
county, stopped the hang- 
ing, on petition of H. 
Abbey, attorney for the convicted 
man. 


WRIT HELD VOID 
On June 14, a certiorl bear- 
ing was held dy the State 
Supreme Court. The official report 
of the judgment denied the right 
of a lower court to review a judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court, and 
declared that proceedings in the 
Superior Court for that purpose are 
void for want of jurisdiction. 
It was stated “A judgment of 
the Supreme Court imports abso- 
lute veracity and must be re- 
garded as free from all error 
and is conclusive upon the Su- 
perior Courts and judges there- 
of.” Issuance of the writ of 
habeas corpus was declared 
“wholly unjustifiable, beyond the 
jurisdiction and power of the 
judge and without support in law, 
reason or logic.” The record o 
the proceedings in Pinal county 
therefore were quashed, with 
observation that “they have had 
the wicked effect temporarily to 
defeat justice, but this court is 
vested law with the 


wrong, and we do not hestitate 
to exercise that power.” 
ATTORNEY NOW JUSTICE 
Justice Baker now deceased 
wrote the opinion, which was con- 
curred in by Chief Justice Ross 
and Justice McAlister, both of 
whom still are on the Supreme

tank No. 16 of the County Jail al- 
most opened the way to freedom 


for the fifty-three men in the tank 
yesterday. The wholesale jail de- 
livery was thwarted by a mysterl- 
‘ous tip“ to the Sheriff's office and 
today John W. Marsden and T. F. 
Welch, both held on charges of 
burglary and the 
jail-break plot, are in the dungeon 
of the fall while a thorough in- 
vestigation is in progress. 

Mareden and Weich were trans- 
ferred by police from the City to 
the County Jail on the dt inet. 
They were placed in tank No. 16, 
together with fifty-one other pris- 
oners. Late Sunday night the 
Sheriff's office received an anony- 
mous “tip” that a wholesale jail 
delivery plot was being hatched. 
Guards were placed outside of the 
jail About midnight Sunday 
Deputy Sheriff Stein, one of the 
Outside guards, saw two men near 
the jail flashing signals to the men 
in the tank with flashlights. 

The deputy called on the two 
men to halt, but they failed to heed 
the command and fled. Deputy 
Stein fired at the men but they 
did not stop. 

Convinced by this that their 
anonymous informant was in pos- 
session of real information. jail 
attaches immediately began an in- 
vest.gation. County Jaller J. Mark 
Bailey and several deputies hid 
themselves near the tank. 

After waiting about two hours, 
Bailey saw Marsden and Welch go 
to work. One of the bars was 
sawed through and the two men 
had begun work on the second 
bar when they discovered the pres- 
ence of the jailer. 

Bailey, accompanied by a num- 
ber of deputies, entered the tank 
and began a search for the saw. It 
was finally found in a hole in the 
ceiling which had once been oc- 
cupied by a gas pipe. The two as 
serted burglars were then taken 
from the tank and placed in the 
dungeon. 

The tank is located on the sec- 
ond floor. facing Temple and Bue- 
na Vista streets. Jail attaches 
stated that but for the “tip” the 
fifty-three prisoners might have es- 


caped.

far distant or local broadcasting 
stations with a minimum number | 
of adjustments. Usually the dis. | 
tant station can be found on the 
single-circuit tuner several minutes | 
before it can be located on a dou- 
ble-ciroult tuner, to say nothing of 
the increased strength of signal 
which the single-circult set pro- 
vides. 

For long-distance reception it is 
preferable in every care to install 
an outdoor antenna tn a free open 
space, keeping the lead-in away 
from the building and bringing it 
as directly to the receiving appa- 
ratus as possible. The antenna is 
preferably kept at the maximum 
distance from the trolley-car lines, 
power lines, trees, bufidings, etc., 
whereupon a marked increase in 
selectivity and in signal strength 
will be obtained. Lead-in wires 
should not be tacked to wooden 
moldings or laid parallel to metal 
moldings or framework.

“Outsell the unions.” was the 
keynote of an address made by 
Albert W. Finlay, member of the 
George II. Ellis Company of Bos- 
ton and nationally known advucate 
of the open shop, before members 
of the Master Printers’ Association

The speaker, who acted as 


chairman of the Forty-eight Hour 
League during recent labor trou- 
bles in the printing trades, de- 
nounced the unions as the greatest 
menace to prosperity and pointed to 
the fact that Los Angeles, a non- 
union city, was today the industrial 
and financial “white spot” of the 


trial freedom accordsd the labor- 
er and artisan here. 
He recommended group tneur- 
ance to the employers and ex- 
pressed his pleasure when in 
formed that members of the local 
Master Printers’ Association were 
preparing to inaugurate the policy 
of protecting their employees 
through Insurance. 

His experience in eombating 
union labor in his home city was 
recounted, and he declared 
the employer 
Dut two alternatives in the matter 


of labor, 

“He must ther conduct « 
closed shop of the conventional 
kind or he must conduct a shop 
closed against any member of a 
union,” he stated. 

He sald that from ex- 
perience he had come to the con- 
clusion that employers could no 
longer employ both union and non» 
union labor and operate with any 
degree of success. lie cited in- 
stances where 95 per cent of the 
employees of so-called open shops 
walked out when a strike was 
called by the unions.
